GEN. Mac ARTHUR’S HEAD­

Aug. 19—Six American airmen 
have been awarded soldier’s med­ 
als for heroism in rescuing In­ 
jured 
companions 
following 
crashes of their planes, it was an­ 
nounced today at the headquar­ 
ter* of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
Although the planes were in 
flames, and ammunition was ex­ 
ploding in one, the men did not 
cease their efforts until the lest 
man was dragged from the burn­ 
ing wreckage. 
The men decorated were: 
Lieut. Everett Davis of East­ 
land, Texas, Lieut. James Hilton 
of Onida, FHI., Lieut. Norman 
Willey of Mulberry, Ind., Sergt. 
Robert Aardema of New Era, Pa., 
Pvt. FYank Tinowun of Ambler, 
Pa., and Pvt. Michael Repko of 
Portage, Pa. 
Hilton was the co-pilot and 
Davis the bombardier of a bomber 
which made a crash landing In 
Australia following a successful 
raid on the Japanese base at Ken­ 
dall In the Celebes. 
Six other 
members of the crew were injured 
in the crash which set the plane 
afire. 
Although a number of Incen­ 
diary bomhs were still in the 
racks, Davis and Hilton rescued 
their helpless companions. 
The other men decorated were 
members of the crew of a naval 
plane which crashed and burst 
into flames. 
Although the ship 
was filled with ammunition which 
constantly exploded, they risked 
their lives to save the pilot, not 
knowing he had been killed by the 
first impact of the crash.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19—Ja- 
pan today is beginning to pay the 
price of over extended supply and 
communication lines as American 
forces 
remain poised to 
strike 
again from bases seized in the 
initial phase of the Solomon is­ 
land* battle in the aouthwest Pa­ 
cific. 
This was th# consensus in offi­ 
cial Washington as further reports 
were awaited on recent develop­ 
ments In the Guadalcanal-Tulagl 
area, in which U. S. Marines nave 
been developing and probably ex­ 
tending their positions following 
the first successful counter blow 
against .the Japs. 
While naval 
experts conceded 
that Japan atm is a formidable foe 
and asserted that the enemy may 
attempt to retake lost positions, 
they added that Nippon undoubt­ 
edly Is feeling the pinch of war­ 
ship, transport and plane losses 
suffered In eight months of war. 
The Navy’s latest communique 
dealt merely with the early, vic­ 
torious 
phase of the 
Solomons 
battle, up to and including Au­ 
gust 9. Since then, it was believed 
that supplies and some reinforce­ 
ments have reached the Marine 
vanguard. 
Presumably land fighting still 
is continuing th the Solomons be­ 
tween remaining Nipponese forces 
and the fighting Marines. 
War analysts admitted that the 


Japs still may be able to muster 
a powerful invasion armada either 
for a blow against the Marines in 
the 
Solomons or against 
some 
other United Nations base in an 
attempt to force a dispersal of 
American sea and air strength. 
It was explained, however, ’hat 
Nippon probably would deploy its 
remaining 
sea forces wisely 
to 
avert a repetition of the Midway 
j island rout, In which 80 enemy 
warships 
and auxiliary 
vessels 
were forced to retreat after more 
than 
one-fourth of them 
were 
sunk or damaged. 
Obviously any further depletion 
of Japan’s sea power might leave 
Japanese garrisons stranded on 
numerous invasion points through­ 
out the southwest Pacific.

CHICAGO, Aug. 19—Col. Paul 
G. Armstrong, Illinois director of 
Selective Service, said today that 
with the Increasing need for men 
in the armed forces the industrial 
deferments which previously have 
been granted would be eliminated 
for men physically fit to serve. 
The policy, he said, would be 
that, since men of 20 through 44 
yeare m utt do the fighting, wom­ 
en and older men and those men 
physically unfit for front line ac­ 
tion m utt do the Jobs in the fac­ 
tories. 
Col. Armstrong urged that all 
men who have been rejected for 
military service because of physi­ 
cal defects which can be correct­ 
ed should take steps at once to 
rehabilitate themselves. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19— 
Herbert F. Oleson, 36, who start­ 
ed a three-year sentence today at 
the McNeil island penitentiary, at­ 
tracted wide attention in the West 
by his protracted hunger strike.

LONDON, Aug. 19— American Commando unite swung 
into action against occupied Europe for the first time.to­ 
day as participants in a huge foray against the Dieppe 
area of France which led a jittery Germany to announce 
that actual invasion and creation of a second front is un­ 
der way. 
For the first time, the Commandos carried tanks with 
them to aid in achievement pf military objective*, which 
in one sector of Dieppe Inducted complete destruction 
of a six-gun cross-channel battery and 
an ammunition 
dump. 
The American participants—the first Yankees to fight 
under the Stars and Stripes in France since 1918— were 
especially chosen from an "avalanche" of volunteeri from 
regular United States Army 
detachments stationed in the 
British Isles. 
They were christened the 
“Hanger Battalion." 
The attack was a triple- 
pronged raid 
on 
the left, 
right and center flank of the 
Dieppe defenses. 
The left 
flank was at first repulsed, 
but reformed and took the 
beach by storm. 
It could not be learned 
whether 
tile 
American 
Rangers were in the center 
or on either flank. 
An 
announcement 
from 
U. S. Army headquarters re­ 
vealing the existence and careful 
training of this hitherto unknown 
unit said: 
"Specially 
selected 
American 
task troops chosen from among an 
avalanche of volunteers from the 
various branches of the Army 
have been training for some time 
for the Commando forces headed 
by Lord Mountbatten. 
Ranger 
In Pattie 
“These special task troops, in 
training in 
certain 
Commando 
depot* somewhere in the United 
Kingdom, make up what is known 
as the United States Ranger Bat­ 
talion.” 
With operations still in progress 
under a screaming canopy of Brit­ 
ish and American planes this af­ 
ternoon, 
official 
announcements 
all insisted that the attack was 
merely a Commando raid and not 
a full-acale invasion, despite the 
large number of men and unpre­ 
cedented forces 
of 
aircraft in­ 
volved. 
The headquarters of Lieut Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, command­ 
er of American forces in the Euro­ 
pean theatre of war. Issued a 
communique which said: 
"In combined operations in a 
raid on the Dieppe area, a detach­ 
ment from the 
United State# 
Ranger battalion is taking part 
with Canadian forces and Britiah 
special service troops and a small 
detachment of fighting French.” 
Troop* Returning 
At the sam e time, Lord Louis 
Mountbattens 
combined 
opera­ 
tions headquarters issued its sec­ 
ond communique of the day on the 
raid, disclosing that some of the 
Commandos haw already begun 
to return to England after suc­ 


cessful landings were made at all 
selected points in the ares. 
This announcement said: 
"Troops participating in tha 
raid on the Dieppe area have land­ 
ed a t all points selected. 
"Heavy opposition was encoun­ 
tered in tome places and on th# 
left flank one landing party wa* 
initially repulsed. 
"But this unit reformed later 
and carried the beach by assault 
"Troops on the right flank, hav­ 
ing achieved their objective which 
included complete destruction of a 
six-gun battery and an ammuni­ 
tion dump, have now been reem­ 
barked. 
"In the center, tanka were land­ 
ed and heavy fighting ie proceed­ 
ing. 
"The

consists 
mainly of Canadian troops. Also 
taking part are British special 
service troops and a detachment 
from the United States Ranger 
battalion and a small contingent 
of fighting French.

SH-SH! 
DON’T SPEAK TO 
c o n g r e s s m e n : 
It hasn’t leaked out yet, but 
John Lord O’Brian, chief legal 
mogul of the War Production 
Board, has issued a confidential 
memo forbidding members of the 
WPB to talk to Congressmen 
about legislative or Investigational 
matters. 
The order seems aimed particu­ 
larly at the Truman Committee. 
to prevent WPB members, wor- 
ried over war production ineffi­ 
ciencies, from tipping off the com­ 
mittee. 
It is true that the order per­ 
tains only to legislative and in­ 
vestigative matters. But since the 
business of a Congressman Is to 
legislate and investigate, this bars 
most conversation. 
Under the O’Briar. order it will I 
still be possible for a WPB mem­ 
ber to say: “Good evening, Con­ 
gressman. Can’t you do something 
to make it stop raining.” Or a 
WPB official could say: “Oh, by 
the way, Congressman, I see you 
spilled eggs on your shirt.” 
But it might be dangerous to 
say: "I’m afraid, Congressman, 
the excessive rain will be hard on 
the wheat,” because that might 
involve the question of less wheat 
and thereby affect the subsidy on 
wheat, which is a legislative mat­ 
ter. 
Also it might be dangerous to 
say, “Do you spill eggs on your 
shill every morning, Congress­ 
man?” because to the fine legal­ 
istic mind of Mr. O’Brian, this 
might concern the depletion of the 
shirt market, and thereby involve 
such legislative problems as the 
price of cotton, wages In textile 
mills, scarcity of eggs, and the 
price of feed for chickens.

IW A SH iN G T O N ; 
It was only a stroke of 
” 
luck and the tenacity of Admiral Bill 
Leahy which placed Vice Admiral Robert 
L. Ghormley in command of the U. S. fleet 
for the battle of the Solomon islands. 
For some y ears Ghormley has not been 
in good health, has only one kidney . 
And 
the Nav y Selection Board some time ago 
planned to retire him. 
Howev er, Admiral 
Leahy , then chief of nav al operations, in­ 
terposed and made, him chief of the War 
Plans Div ision. 
As such, Ghormley no less than fiv e 
y ears ago planned 
and plotted the v ery 
same battle which he is ex ecuting today . 
He figured that in war with J apan, the 
United States would lose the Philippines 
within a few weeks, that Japan would ad­ 
v ance through the islands of the South Pa­ 
cific, and that 
the 
United States would 
make a stand at Australia. 
When that stand was made, Admiral 
Ghormley figured, 
the J aps would take 
the Solomon islands, to cut the American 
supply line, and he calculated that the re­ 
capture of these islands would be the first 
mov e the United 
States 
would hav e to 
make in assuming the offensiv e. 
So the tactics he’s adopting today were 


% v orked out in minute detail, approx imate­ 
ly fiv e y ears ago. 
When Admiral Leahy retired as chief 
of Nav al Operations, 
he 
told the Presi­ 
dent: 
“ You must keep Ghormley . 
He’s 
a damn good man despite his health.” 
Admiral Stark, who succeeded Leahy , 
sent Ghormley to London, but when war 
broke, he was put back in the spot which 
he had alway s said would be v ital in a 
Pacific W ar — commander of the U. S. 
Fleet around New Zealand.

Every y ear I advise p arents 
along this line at this season. 
Every y ear a new army of y oung­ 
sters ap p ears to enter school. So 
I feel it my duty to rep eat the ad­ 
vice every y ear. 
The greatest dangers to y outii 
are the contagious diseases. Chil­ 
dren have not develop ed their im­ 
munities y et and any germ may lay 
them low. When a p erson has lived 
as long as I have in this vale of 
germs, he has been exp osed to 
nearly every thing in the way of 
bacterial life and has develop ed 
p rotections. I could go into any 
ep idemic with a good chance of 
coming out unscathed. I haven’t 
even had a cold for ten y ears. 


Infant Immunity Ends 


But not so the beginning citizen. 
New-born babies have a p assive 
immunity 
to 
most 
contagions 
which they get from their moth­ 
ers. But this wears out at the end 
of six or eight months. These new­ 
born’ babies are not exp osed to 
much cross infection. Their milk 
sup p ly is, or should be, uninfected. 
At about six months, as I said, 
the p assive immunity begins to 
wear off and the individual has to 
develop active immunity from his 
own cells. He either does this or 
active immunity is artificially sup ­ 
p lied to him by vaccines. 
To show how natural immunity 
grows y ear by y ear: in the day s 
when dip htheria vaccination was 
not y et done on a large -cale, 
group s of school and p reschool 
children were examined by the 
Schick test to determine their im- 
immunity to dip htheria. This is 
the way the age group s were re­ 
p orted: 
Age 1 y ear—60 p er cent of all 
individual* suscep tible to dip h­ 
theria and showed no immunity . 
Age 5 y ears— 40 p er cent of all 


individuals 
suscep tible to dip h­ 
theria and showed no immunity . 
Age 10 y ears—30 p er cent of all 
individuals suscep tible to dip h­ 
theria and showed no immunity . 
Age 15 y ears—12 p er cent of all 
individuals 
suscep tible to dip h­ 
theria and showed no immunity . 
Age 30 y ears—In city dwellers 
5 to 
10 p er cent suscep tible; in 
rural districts as high as 40 p er 
cent suscep tible. 


Immunity in Contacts 
This increasing immunity is sc- 
quiied either by having the dis­ 
ease, or by contacts with carriers 
— p lay mates, p arents, comp an­ 
i o n ^ so that 
y ou engulf a few 
germs from time to time and kill 
them off, thus conditioning 
y our 
cells to p roduce antitoxin. Notice 
how much less p rotection rural 
dwellers get; they live where there 
are few contacts, few carriers.

Merry-Go-Round

GHORMLEY IN COMMAND 
W ASHINGTON: It was only a stroke of 
” luck and the tenacity of Admiral Bill 
Leahy which placed Vice Admiral Robert 
L. Ghormley in command of the U. S. fleet 
for the battle of the Solomon islands. 
For some years Ghormley has not been 
in good health, has only one kidney. And 
the Navy Selection Board some time ago 
planned to retire him. However, Admiral 
Leahy, then chief of naval operations, in­ 
terposed and made. him chief of the War 
Plans Division. 
As such, Ghormley no less than five 
years ago planned 
and plotted the very 
same battle which he is executing today. 
He figured that in war with Japan, the 
United States would lose the Philippines 
within a few weeks, that Japan would ad­ 
vance through the islands of the South Pa­ 
cific, and that 
the 
United States would 
make a stand at Australia. 
When that stand was made, Admiral 
Ghormley figured, 
the Japs would take 
the Solomon islands, to cut the American 
supply line, and he calculated that the re­ 
capture of these islands would be the first 
move the United 
States 
would have to 
make in assuming the offensive. 
So the tactics lie’s adopting today were 
worked out in minute detail, approximate­ 
ly five years ago. 
When Admiral Leahy retired as chief 
of Naval Operations, 
he 
told the Presi­ 
dent: 
“You must keep Ghormley. 
He’s 
a damn good man despite his health.” 
Admiral Stark, who succeeded Leahy, 
sent Ghormley to London, but when war 
broke, he was put back in the spot which 
he had always said would be vital in a 
Pacific War — commander of the U. S. 
Fleet around New Zealand. 


WASHINGTON’S TAJ MAHAL 
lf the Nazis bomb Washington you will 
not, of course, sec Chief Justice Stone 
standing in black robes in front of the Su­ 
preme Court Building beckoning the Nazis 
to come his way. 
Naturally he 
hopes Washington will

The next day the six were elec­ 
trocuted. 
Information of that kind is con­ 
fusing. 
I was In the United States gov­ 
ernment’s publicity service myself 
during the last war. but I’m 
darned if I didn't get more de­ 
pendable dope than I ve heard this 
time. 
And dependability has its value. 
If you’re positive that what 
you're told is true, you know bow 
to "play" i t 
W’e haven't got much of a cen­ 
sorship in this country, but we do 
have a system of filtering an in­ 
vestigation 
through 
committee 
after committee, with no final re­ 
port until after It is of no conse­ 
quence.

Getting School Army 
Fit for Health Campaign 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
THE CHILDREN are getting 
ready to go to school. They are 
Democracy’s army of the future. 
It is in order that they have the 
freedom to carry on that we are 
going through all this agony. 
Just as the army of the fighting 
forces must be prepared against 
the danger of bad health, so the

army of school children must be 
prepared so that, as far as pos­ 
sible, poor health will not inter­ 
fere with their campaign for edu­ 
cation. 
Every year I advise parents 
along this line at this season. 
Every year a new army of young­ 
sters appears to enter school. So 
I feel it my duty to repeat th# ad­ 
vice every year. 
The greatest dangers to youth 
are the contagious diseases. Chil­ 
dren have not developed their im­ 
munities yet and any germ may lay 
them low. When a person has lived 
as long as I have in this vale of 
germs, he has been exposed to 
nearly everything in the way of 
bacterial life and has developed 
protections. I could go into any 
epidemic with a good chance of 
coming out unscathed. I haven’t 
even had a cold for ten years. 
Infant Immunity Ends 
But not so the beginning citizen. 
New-born babies have a passive 
immunity 
to 
most contagions 
which they get from their moth­ 
ers. But this w'cars out at the end 
of six or eight months. Thene new­ 
born’ babies are not exposed to 
much cross infection. Their milk 
supply is, or should be, uninfected. 
At about six months, as I said, 
the passive immunity begins to 
■wear off and the individual has to 
develop active immunity from his 
own cells. He either does this or 
active immunity is artificially sup­ 
plied to him by vaccines. 
To show how natural immunity 
growa year by year: in the days 
when diphtheria vaccination was 
not yet done on a large hcale, 
groups of school and preschool 
children were examined by the 
Schick teet to determine their im- 
immunity to diphtheria. This is 
the way the age groups were re­ 
ported : 
Age I year—60 per cent of all 
individual* susceptible to diph­ 
theria and showed no immunity. 
Age 5 years—40 per cent of all 


individuals susceptible to diph­ 
theria and showed no immunity. 
Age IO years—30 per cent of all 
individuals susceptible to diph­ 
theria and showed no immunity. 
Age 15 years—12 per cent of all 
individuals susceptible to diph­ 
theria and showed no immunity. 
Age 30 years—-In city dwellers 
6 to IO per cent susceptible; in 
ruial districts as high as 40 per 
cent susceptible. 


Immunity in Contacts 
This increasing immunity is ac­ 
quit cd either by having the dis­ 
ease, or by contacts with carriers 
— playmates, parents, compan- 
inn%-so that you engulf a few 
germs from time to time and kill 
them off, thus conditioning your 
cells to produce antitoxin. Notice 
how much less protection rural 
dwellers get; they live where there 
are few contacts, few carriers. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
I. S.: I saw in tho paper some­ 
thing about Bub arian belladonna 
root in the treatment of Parkin­ 
son’s disease. Where do I get it, 
and how much do I take? 
Answer; Parkinson’s disease, or 
the tremor known as paralysis agt- 
tans, has been treated by bella­ 
donna for many years. In 1927 a 
Bulgarian botanist claimed the 
Bulgarian belladonna root was 
better than uny other and reported 
a number of cases who obtained 
astonishing relief. Since then it 
has been shown that the American 
root is just as good if properly pre­ 
pared. But you don’t get it, and 
you don’t decide how much you 
take, because it has many danger­ 
ous actions and should be given 
only under the direction of a phy­ 
sician. 


E. H. L.—What is the cause of 
swollen ankle and black and blue 
circulation? 
Is lamb wool and 
bandage good for same? 
Answer: lf it is in only one 
ankle, it probably is varicose veins. 
Lamb wool and bandage afford 
temporary relief.
